The message of President Johnson, which 
print under its proper head on the first page, c 
not be regarded as anything less than a declaration 
of war against Congress. By repeated votes, Con¬ 
gress has avowed itself in favqr*of a policy of de¬ 
lay. j'The President steps in to proclaim himself 
favor of immediate restoration of the rebellions 
States to all their forfeited rights and privileges. 
It is obvious that he sought, and arranged for, this 
opportunity to measure his strength against the 
presentatives of the people. His message is sent 
in response to a resolution of the Senate on the 12th 
inst., which was presented by one of the Presi¬ 
dent’s partisans and mouthpieces, Mr. Cowan of 
Pennsylvania. Of course, Mr. Cowan did not of¬ 
fer such a resolution without having first under¬ 
stood that the President desired it. The request 
for the reports of Gen. Schurz and Mr. Covode 
formed no part of the original resolution, but 
added ou motion of Mr. Sumner. All Mr. Cowan 
proposed to elicit from the President was his opin 
ion whether the rebellion bad been suppressed, and 
how soon the States could come back—those being 
the two points on which the views of the Executive 
and of Congress were well known to be discordant. 
Unless in answer to some such resolution, Mr. 
Johnson could have found no decent pretext for 
adding another message to that which he sent in at 
lg of the session.

Nearly contem¬ 
poraneous with the message was Mr. Seward’s rati¬ 
fication proclamation, accompanied and re-enforced 
by the successive removals of the Provisional Gov¬ 
ernors, and tbe remission of five States to the gov¬ 
ernment of what the President chooses to regard 
their proper legislatures and executives. Every¬ 
thing points to the one conclusion that Mr. John¬ 
son had resolved on a demonstration in favor of his 
own policy and against the known purpose of Con¬ 
gress. He showed good generalship in concentrat¬ 
ing all his forces at once on the field of battle. 
Whether he showed a sound judgment in bringing 
on a general action at all, the issue of the conflict 
alone can determine. 

It is material we should understand, and admit, 
and assert, that the conflict between President and 
Congress does exist. The declarations of Sena¬ 
tor Wilson and Mr. Greeley to the contrary ought 
not to 'deceive any body but themselves^ For either 
the President and Congress are agreed, or they are 
not. If they tire agreed, then they both favor the 
same reconstruction policy. But they do not favor 
the same policy; one is for haste, the other for 
delay; one for readmission, the other for exclu¬ 
sion ; one for surrendering the States to rebel gov¬ 
ernments, the other for maintaining therein the 
* authority of the Union. What is gained, then, by 
pretending there is no conflict, when not only do 
President and Congress disagree in their views of 
poh’cy but each takes pains to declare its 
and the President does his utmost fa 
and forestall the lawful jurisdiction of 
• s over the whole question?- If Senator 
Wilson and the Tribune care either for their 
influence in the country or for the cause they 
fess to defend, they will do well to admit the con¬ 
flict, and gird themselves manfully to meet it. The 
first condition of success in such a case is to make 
up your mind to the fight. 

All honor to Mr. Sumner for the promptness 
with which he branded this apology of the Presi¬ 
dent as a “ whitewashing message”—a message to 
which there was no parallel since the whitewashing 
message of Franklin Pierce at Kansas.

We are willing to test the sincerity of the Presi¬ 
dent and the fairness of the message by a single ex¬ 
ample. Mr. Johnson says that “ in nearly all” 
the States, “ measures have been adopted or are 
now pending to confer upon the freedmen the 
privileges which are essential to their comfort, 
protection, and security.” The States enumerated 
are North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Ala¬ 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, and Ten¬ 
nessee. Two of these, Louisiana and A do 

not belong to the catagory of States reconstructed 
according to Johnson. In two more. North Caro¬ 
lina and Georgia, we do not know that any code for 
he freedmen has been adopted. In Alabama, the 


the Southern people both white and black, and 
minute observation of facts, is dismissed by the 
President with a curt and contemptuous mention, 
and with total disregard of its statements and con¬ 
clusions. We suppose the truth is that Gen. 
Schurz was sent in search of facts to sustain the 
Presidents reconstruction experiment. The facts 
ng obstinate, Mr. Johnson continues equally

—“ So much the worse for the facts ! ” Gen. Grant 
proved more pliable.

The dismissal of the Provisional Governors is 
welcomed by the pro-slavery press as an admission 
of the perfect right of the States to self-govern¬ 
ment, and as precluding the interference of Gon- 
i with reconstruction. That is a shallow notion. 
Congress has the same right it always had. It did 
not lose that right by the appointment of Provi¬ 
sional Governors; it certainly will not lose it by 
their removal The legislatures convened by those 
Governors were all illegal, and their acts will not 
acquire any new force now that their authors dis¬ 
appear from the scene. We do not know that we 
regret their departure. Their successors are no 
worse and no better than they, and the condition 
of the blacks will continue unchanged. All the 
President has accomplished is to emphasize his 
purpose to Detray tne freedmen into the Hands of 
their old masters, and that we knew before. But 
for all purposes of congressional legislation, we 
conceive the rebel States to be in the same position 
that they occupied when Mr. Johnson began 
his experiment.

freedom in name, but it will be some time before he 
gets it in fact. His hope lies in the continued military oc¬ 
cupation of the State, and the continued existence of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau. Even with these for his aid and 
protection, his condition is bad enough ; take these 
away, and in a good portion of the counties he would 
very soon not even have left the name of freedman.

We print this week Mrs. Stanton s letter and the peti¬ 
tion of the Woman’s Rights Committee; meaning that 
our columns shall be hospitable to a good cause, hnt 
not meaning to be pledged to its immediate advocacy- 
This journal is the organ of the American Anti-Slavery 
Society, and is devoted to the work of that Society. 
Mrs. Stanton’s wit, therefore, does not touch us when 
she forbears from the cruelty of taxing “white male 
citizens ” with two simple questions at « rime. Never¬ 
theless, we shall not shrink from expos 
the force of her protest against an exclr 
the cause of the negro. We do not cor 
tion that this is “the negro’s hour”—an 
as it is improved or wasted, may crown with complete 
victory thirty years toil in his behalf, or once mere 
commit him to the -vindictive ferocity of the system 
from which he seems abont to escape. It is. an hour 
in which it is certainly perilous and may be fetal to re¬ 
lax any energy hitherto devoted to his emancipation, 
or to allow any fraction of our strength to be diverted 
to another issue. Hence, we cannot agree that the 
enfranchisement of women and the enfranchisement of 
the blacks stand on the same ground, or are entitled to 
equal effort at this moment. They certainly are not 
identified in the popular mind, and Mrs. Stanton must 
see that while there is a strong party in Congress who 
can he brought to vote directly or indirectly for putting 
the ballot in the hands of the blacks, no considerable 
portion of those votes could be carried now for an 
amendment to the Constitution which should include 
women. 

Thirty years of agitation and four years of war have 
created this costly opportunity. If we let it pass, it 
passes forever, or at any rate, for a generation. For 
that reason we have no right, from an anxiety forsome- 
thing beside justice to the negro, to throw away a single, 
chance of seenringit for him. Causes have their crises. 
That of the negro has come ; that of the woman’s rights 
movement has not come.

Mr. Perry obeyed this mandate in a 
very Pickwickian way by delegating Mr. Orr as his 
agent. The President did not appear to recognize Mr. 
Oir’s agency, for subsequent dispatches from Mr. Sew- 
still addressed to Mr. Perry as Provisional 
Governor ; hut Mr. Perry in turn declined to recognize 
himself, and handed over the documents to Mr. Orr. 
South Carolina, in feet, had two titular Governors, one 
of whom dated from the Executive Department, ad¬ 
dressed the other as “His Excellency, Governor Orr," 
and signed his epistle “B. F. Perry, Provisional Gov¬ 
ernor of South Carolina. ” “ Under which King, ” must 

have been a puzzling question just then to the chivalry. 
Now, however, the President finds it convenient to for¬ 
get his previous objections to Mr. Orr ; for he wants a 
puppet to make his reconstruction farce complete, and 
presents Mr. Orr to Congress and the country as a full- 
fledged Governor of a loyal State.

Of Mr. Perry’s 
speeches, messages, addresses, snd other communi¬ 
cations, the public is by no means forgetful. The last 
thing we remember of him is his graceful descrip¬ 
tion of the new Slave Code of 

just, and humane system for the protection of. the 
freedmen.” Nothing that we have observed i 
Orr’s recent address is quite equal to that, yet the lat¬ 
ter is not without claims to a genuine South Carolina 
popularity. It seems to be necessary tor the most 
completely reconstructed officials to talk a certain 
amount of Confederate buncombe, and Mr. Orr 
exception to the rule. For instance : 

“All of our old landmarks in politics have been 
swept off by the perils of war. Oar social and indus¬ 
trial systems have perished from the same unrelenting 
and unpitying cause. Some of our most distinguished 
citizens and many of our most promising young men 
have fallen martyrs to the ancient principles of South Caro¬ 
lina." 

It is remarkable with what ingenuity Gov. Orr, like 
all the writing and speaking tribe of ex-rebels, contrives 
to avoid the admission that tbe South was beaten, or 
whipped, or conquered, or anything of that sort, in the 
war. “We were exhausted,” he mournfully reiterates, 
“our armies surrendered, our last available recruit had 
been sent to the front, our resources were all consumed, 
and we sneeumbed to the power of the United States! ” 
That is certainly a fine specimen of the art How Not to 
Say It, and proves that Gov. On has graduated in his 
time out of a first-class Circumlocution Office. Indeed, 
it is difficult not to remember that in other days he was 
a Member of Congress—and doubtless expects to be 
again. 

Mr. Orr is good enough to admit that the doctrine of 
Secession is now exploded, “for any practical purpose.” 
That the theory is still clung to, he takes some pains to 
show, by uniformly referring to the rebellion as a “ revo¬ 
lution.” With reference to the future, he remarks that 
the final remedy for disregard of State Rights by the 
Federal Government is still “ revolution, which, if un¬ 
successful, is treason. ” If any doctrine of this address 
be more mischi evous than another, it is the adroit com¬ 
parison of-the rebellion to the Revolution of 1776, im¬ 
plied in the remark that the people of South Carolina 
have emerged from the war “in no worse condition

So here are a few 
facts from one who has had a chance to use his eyes, 
and has apparently improved it. We condense from 
one of the latest and longest letters in the Advertiser. 

The men in Georgia, who urge that the negro ought to 
be justly treated, are the exception, not the rule. The 
Legislature has a code for the freedmen before it, which 
it is thought will be less obnoxious than that now en- 
in South Carolina. The reverse of the picture, 
however, is thus painted : 

There is a general disposition among tbe middle 
. lower classes oi whites to trample Upon the lew 
rights already guaranteed to the negro. I have hereto¬ 
fore said that I know there are members elect of the 
Legislature who are pledged to vote against allowing 
him the simple right to give evidence in cases where 
his own people are concerned ; and I am very positive 
that the freedmen’s code will be of very obnoxious, not 
to say barbarous, spirit when it leaves that body, unless 
the voice of the North is heeded more than now appears 
probable.” 

Slavery still has to be tenderly dealt with. A Mr. 
Caldwell preached two sermons on the Abuses of Slavery. 
The Presiding Elder removed him, and the Methodist 
Annual Conference at Macon sustained the Elder. The 
objections to attacks- on Slavery do not appear to be 
theoretical or historical; they relate to the future. 
“Take the troops away, and admit the Congressional 
delegation,” said one Georgian, “and I give you my 
solemn word that I believe three-fourths of the counties 
of the State would vote for such a penal code as wi 
reduce half the negroes to a state of Slavery within 
year. ” It is added that while few people in Georgia b« 
lieve in colonization, a great many believe in extermina¬ 
tion—supposing, of course, the schemes for re-establish¬ 
ing Slavery fail. The whites are fond of saying the tw 
races cannot possibly live together ; and they say it i 
a way that indicates they mean to make their theory 
feet 

That the blacks will not work is untrue; that they 
are loth to enter into contracts is perfectly true, and 
with good reason. The blacks do not trust their old 
masters except where their old masters give some better 
cause for being trusted than the recollections of a life¬ 
time of slavery. But when they act on the theory that 
the negro has some rights which a white iuan is bound 
to respect, there seems to be no trouble. We have heard 
of many snch cases as the following 

“A Macon gentleman who has a plantation below 
Albany told me of his experience. He was in the army 


The Senate Reconstruction Committee was appointed 
by the President of the Senate, Lafeyette S. Foster, of 
Connecticut, and is qnite worthy of an officer hailing 
a State which votes down negro suffrage. M 
Sumner is left off, and Mr. Fessenden of Maine, who 
a Hunker, and distinguished himself last session 1 
voting steadily to cheat the negro troops out of their 
pay, is put in his place.

But, thanks to Speaker Colfax’s fidelity, there 
still a Radical majority in the whole Committee ; seven 
of the nine members of the House being on the right 


of Johnston, and came home in the early part of 
June. He heard that many planters were losing their 
help, and at once went down to his plantation, called 
his negroes together, made them a little speech, told 
them they were free, and could go where they pleased, 
said he would be glad to have them remain where they 
were, and would pay them fair wages for feir work 
Some conference followed, resulting in arrangements 
mutually satisfactory. The negroes were faithful to 
their work all through the season, he has feirly set off 
to them their share of the crops made, and everything 
on his plantation has prospered. He has added abont 
50 to the hands thereon, and made a contract for the 
coming year with the whole number. Yet his neigh¬ 
bors, proceeding on the assumption that the freedmen 
will not work, have of course found all kinds of difficulty 
with them, and are generally unable to make contracts 
for next season. I have yet to hear of a single instance in 
which the method adopted by this gentleman has failed ' 


securing work.' 

Tn view of which experience, the correspondent may, 
perhaps, be pardoned for his energetic remark that to 
say the negro will not work simply because he is free, 
“in the most insolent of all the humbugs of Southern 
society.” Another of those humbugs is the common 
statement of the Southern whites that the 
expect a division of the lands at Christmas. But—“ I 
have made numberless inquiries among them upon this 
point, and I declare my confident conviction that the 
assertion is untrue." Hence it cannot well follow that 
this expected possession of land is the cause of the 
refusal, so often commented on, to make contracts for 
the coming year. Before such contracts can he | 
erally made and kept, the element of confidence must 
enter into them on both sides. 

The management of the Freedmen’s Burean, 
often happens, leans toward the interest of the planters 
rather than of the negroes. ‘ ‘ The citizens of the State 
are excessively anxious to be let alone with regard 
the freedmen.” Gen. Tillson respects this desire by 
the direction to his subordinates that all very important 
cases shall be tried before the regular civil tribunals, 
whenever the testimony of freedmen can be admitted. 
’Well, suppose it is admitted, who can compel a Georgia 
magistrate to believe it when his white neighbor swears 
the other way; or if he believes it, can compel him to 
give judgment in accordance with his belief? It is 
fantastic justice to hand over the negroes to State 
local courts. The purpose of the Bureau is, or should 
he, to see that reed justice is done, and its agents ought 
to be too intelligent to he cheated by the offer of ad¬ 
mitting negro testimony in cases where negroes are 
parties.

While many, in Congress and out of it, believed 
that he had submitted the reconstruction question to 
the Legislative branch of Government, Mr. Johnson 
cut the gordian knot Alabama and Georgia, perhaps 
other States recently in rebellion, are now as entirely 
emancipated from the control of the General Govern¬ 
ment over their local matters as is Massachusetts. 
When the Provisional Governors gave way to the elected 
State authorities, there was an end to the mar tial law 
which had been established by conquest In Europe 
Mr. Seward’s proclamation and letters would have been 
called a coup d'etat; here it is styled a flank movement, 
and a successful one at that, so far as the re-establish¬ 
ment of the States is concerned.” 


At a meeting of the planters of Marlboro district, 
South Carolina, the following, among other resolutions, 
were adopted: 

“Resolved* That we, the planters of the district, 
pledge ourselves not to contract with any freedman, un¬ 
less he can produce a certificate of regular disc’ 
from his former owner. 

“Resolved, That under no circumstances whatsoever 
will we rent land to any freedmen, nor will we p 
them to live on our premises as employes.” 

Yet we presume those planters are foremost to 
plain to every Provost Marshal and newspaper c 
pondent that the negroes won’t work. 


Arrangements are making for the meeting of' colored 
delegates from the different States, to urge upon Con¬ 
gress the propriety of granting the right of Suffrage 
the colored men of the United States. A preliminary 
meeting will be held in Washington on the 8th of 
January, at which Fred. Douglass and other prominent 
anti-slavery orators are expected to be present.
